and corked tight. When needed, put 
u toaspoonful of the powder into a 
bowl and fill with boiling water. 
Milk and sugar make it very pal- 
atable.

all tho sleep they can get. In all 
latitudes, in waruTweather, the morn- 
ing uir, although feeling cool and 
fresh, is laden with a pestiferous mi- 
asma. In winter, the atmosphere, 
before breakfast, is so cold and chilly 
and searching that it fairly shrivels 
ip man and beast, chilling to the 
v-ery marrowbones sometimes; hence 
:.ht>" average duration of human life 
.vould be increased, and the amount 
of sickness largely diminished, by 
late rather than early rising, as all 
the other nations full well know and 
practice. 


WMTINC; upon the subject of "cold 


feet.'' Dr. J. H.' Hanaford says: 
(rood health is never attainable if 
the feet are habitually cold, since 
this implies an impaired circulation 
of the blood; that it does not reach 
the extremities. Instead of "toast- 
ing them in the oven," soak them in 
warm water till thoroughly warm, 
and then dash cool or cold water over 
them, rubbing them thoroughly with 
a crash towel till a reaction occurs, 
using a flesh-brush freely. This, fal- 
lowed for a few nights, will generally 
warm the feet by improving the cir- 
culation of the blood. 
The brush, 


used on the whole body, is not only 
safe—safer than the cold bath, at. 
least for the weakly—but will aid in 
equalizing the circulation. Let the 
feet also be put in the warm rays of 
the sun; the clothing warmed and 
thoroughly sunned. 
This will do 


much to "improve cold and sweaty 
fi:«t. and can do no possible harm. 
Keep the feet clean, which can be 
done only by frequent washing. 


THE following, from Dr. Elam's 


'•Physicians' Problems," is both for- 
cible and sensible: Fear not to do 
the work fur which your gifts qualify 
you; 
but do it as one who must give 


an account of both soul and body. 
Work, and work hard, while it is day; 
the night comoth soon enough—do 
not hasten it. 
Use your faculties, 


use thorn to tho utmost, but do not 
abuse them—make not the mortal do 
the work of the immortal; tho body 
has its claims; it is a good servant; 
treat it well, and it will do your work; 
it knows its own business; do not 
attempt to teach it or to force it; at- 
tend to its wants and requirements; 
listen quietly and patiently to its 
hints; occasionally forestall its neces- 
sities by a little indulgence, and your 
consideration will be repaid with in- 
terest. But task it, and pine it, and 
suffocate it; make it a Blare instead 
of a servant: it may not complain 
much, but, like the weary camel in 
the desert, it will lie down and die.

gets "down to mush," figuratively 
and literally 
speaking. 
Colonel 


Fitzgibbon was, many years ago, 
colonial agent at London for the 
Canadian 
government, 
and was 


wholly dependent upon remittances 
from Canada for his support. 
On 


one occasion these remittances failed 
to arrive, and as there was no cable 
in those days, he was compelled to 
write to his Canadian friends to 
know the reason of the delay. Mean- 
while he had just one sovereign to 
live upon. He found that he could 
live upon sixpence per day, or about 
121 cents of our money—four penny- 
worths of bread, one pennyworth of 
rnilk and one pennyworth of sugar. 
He made pudding of some of the 
bread and sugar, which served for 
breakfast, dinner and supper, the 
milk being reserved for the last meal. 
When his remittances arrived, about 
a month afterward, ho had 5 shillings 
remaining of his sovereign, and he 
liked his frugal diet so well that he 
kept it up for over two years, possi- 
bly longer. Twelve cents a day is 
certainly n small amount to expent 
for food; but a man in Minnesota 
about 
three years ago, worrioc 


through a whole year on §1(1. 
He 


lived on "Johnny cake." 


We know of a theological student 


in an Ohio college who, sustained by 
grace, rice and corn bread, lived 
thirteen weeks on $7; but there were 
several good applo orchards near the 
college and the farmers kept no dogs. 
It is°not the necessities of life that 
cost much, but the luxuries; and it 
is with the major part of mankind as 
it was with the Frenchman who said 
that if he had the luxuries of life, he 
could dispense with the necessities. 
More living i» cheap, but as the 
hymnologist says, "It is not all of 
life to live."

Bloomington on Tuesday next. Says 
the Pantagraph of that city: 


On Tuesday of next week will be- 


gin the trial of Rev. H. O. Hoffman 
before a church court composed of 
ministers of his conference. These 
ministers are to bo the 
following 


seven gentlemen: Eev. M. A. Hewes, 
Farmer City, 111; Bev. James Miller, 
Urbana, El.; Bev. J. W. English, 
Danville, UL; Bev. J. B. Wolfe, 
Shelbyville, ID.: Bev. A. T. Orr, Del- 
avan, EL; Bev. W. F. T. Spruill, 
Waverly, HI.; Bev. Thos. D. Weems, 
Griggsville, 111. 


The sessions of the court will be 


secret, as has been stated, and at the 
trial, which will probably be held in 
the lecture-room or one of the com- 
mittee-rooms of t% Methodist church, 
the parties admitted will include the 
seven members of the jury, presided 
over by Bev. W. N. McElroy; the 
prosecuting clergymen, who will rep- 
resent the First "Methodist Church, 
and the defending clergyman, who 
will represent Mr. Hoffman; Mr. 
Hoffman himself, and the witnesses, 
one by one, as they are called, a clerk 
who shall keep a record of the trial, 
and a committee of a few gentlemen 
to represent tho First Methodist 
Church.

On the 
one side we have the fact that Miss 
Zettie Ilobinson is the mother of an 
illegitimate child; hur sworn state- 
ment that the clergyman is its nat- 
ural father; the possession of letters 
or notes which she claims arc from 
Mr. Hofl'man, and are in his hand- 
writing, one of which is an explicit 
confession of guilt; tho previous good 
reputation of Miss Robinson, and 
the excellent standing of her family; 
and the apparent absence of any rea 
BOD for bringing a fake accusation. 


On the other hand, we have Mr. 


Hoffman's most solemn and public 
denial of guilt; his high reputation 
as a man and as a minister; his pos 
itive statement that the charge is 
blackmail; his previous vindication 
from an almost exactly similar charge 
lit Qiiiney, and his demand for a full 
investigation into the facts. 


As the time for the trial draws 


nearer, it becomes more and more 
evident that the church court has a 
serious undertaking before it. The 
prosecuting clergyman is to be Rev.

The supply of all kinds of 


irovisions stopped one month ago, and 
he amount of money that the Detroit 
ommittee is paying to families —say of 
li.v-is .?1S, and that every two months; 
hat to purchase flour at 88 per barrel, 
and all -other things needed to supply a 
'aniily; and now the taxes is coming due, 
and we have nothing to pay them with, 


nd no prospects of any work in the lum- 
jer woods this open winter, and not much 
prospect of getting sufficient feed to bring 
:eams through the winter so as to l)e able 
to work in the spring. If people are not 
supplied with seed grain for the] spring 
the ground will have to go wild, for wo 
:iave not got seed and have no means to 
get it with: but perhaps this will nil be 
seen to by spring. 


What we most need at present is money 


to pay taxes and help us to get material 
to build houses with. I myself have got 
n house partly built and can go no further 
until I can get money to help me along. 
Tho committee gives to each one that had 
his house burnt 2,000 feet of lumber and 
4,IKK) shingles; so you can see how far 
that will go towards putting up a house 
fora family of eight persons. Snchisjuy 
fix at present, and some are worse off 
than I am. I had just completed a new 
and vciy comfortable house in tho spring: 
size 18 by W, two stories high, well fur- 
nished for a farm house. Everything is 
gone; not one good dress for girls or any- 
ihing else saved—not a coat to put on 
our backs; aud our lives saved by laying 
fiat down in a deep ditch that was in a 
field on the farm—and many more like 
ourselves. Oh, it makes me tremble to 
try and write it. But thank God none of 
us got burnt at all. It looks to me like R 
miracle that we escaped alive, for we were 
completely surrounded with fire; could 
not run in any direction. 


Many thanks to all tho good people for 


the help that we have received in time of 
need. God in his infinite goodness will 
bless them for it. If I can give you any 
information about the fire more than this 
I shall be happy to do so.
